The Missouri Constitution
specifies that funds will be
appropriated each year to support
public libraries and these funds are
used for books and other materials,
programs, staff, and other costs.
While $2.7 million was
appropriated in FY17, after
restrictions only $723,776 can be
distributed.

REAL Program (Remote Electronic Access for Libraries)

Internet access services are
heavily used in public libraries.
These funds support the costs
paid by libraries for internet
access and technical support
through MOREnet. Funds also
pay for online resources used by
people in public libraries and by
K-12 and college students and
teachers. For FY17, $750k of the
$2.75 million appropriation

is currently restricted.
